A SOLID SEVEN. 


The Infamous Gas-Works Bill 


Passes the Council. 


No Consideration 2 Measure 
or Delay Allo by the 
Combine, 


An Iniquitous Scheme te Loot the City Treas- 
ury Authorized by the Municipal As- 
sembly—Protests of the Minority Disre- 
garded — Councilmen Nelson, Ganahl, 
Metcalf and Walbridge Tell What They 
Think of the Bill—Oity Counselor Bell 
Says It ls Worthless Legislation—Presl- 
dent Walbridge Will Sign It and Send It 
to the Mayor. 


Can the men who vote for this bill expect to be 
looked on as honest men when they go upon the 
streets to-morrow?’’ 

This was the question City Councilman 
Ganahl asked last night in the Council while 
he was doing his best to prevent his fellow- 
legislators from passing a measure which has 
been denounced as a deal. His question was 
pointed. It was bitterly regented, especially 
by Messers. Comfort 2 who actually 
stood on the floor of the Coun¢il Cham ber and 
fonght for the passage of the bill. 

This particular bill is one which has never 
been surpassed for coo) audacity. It author- 
izes private parties to bulld a gas plant for 
which the city shall pay @ rental of $225,000, or 
5 per cent on $4,500,000 for thirty years, and at 
the end ofthat time shall buy the worn out 
plant for $4,500,000 or return it to the owners 
with afifty year franchise and a present of 
$2,250,000 to be taken from asinking fund cre- 
ated forthe purpose. During the time the 
city is paying a rental of $225,000 a year for the 
work it must bear the expense of ali repairs 
and improvements, which improvements 


‘shall all become the property of the gas 


company, unless the city decides to buy. 
The building of the plantand the supervision 
of it shall be under the direction of an in- 
spector of gas-works in the pay of the com- 
pany. The whole bill fg of the same tenor, 
and has been repeatedly condemned by City 
Counselor Bell, President Flad of the Board 
of Public Improvements and several mem- 
bers of the Council as a cvid-blooded piece of 
robbery. It has been universally condemned, 
eventhough it did pass the House of Del- 
egates by a vote of 21 to 0. 

‘Last night it was rushed through the Coun- 
cil, It had passed the House some time ago 
and had come to the Cougcil, where it went 


through the gommittee and was laid on the 
table because at that time the members in 
favor of it were actually 
AFRAID TO PASS IT 

in the face of the opposition it has excited on, 
the part of all fair minded people. Last night 
Mr. Rohan, the man why made the original 
motion to poatpone i titely, made the 
motion to take the measure up again. 

Mr. Rohan said: ‘‘Mr. PresidentI move 
that House Dill No. 283 be taken from the 
table for consideration. 

„„What is the title of the bill?’’ said Presi- 
dent Walbridge. 

Let the clerk read it for the information of 
the counell, said Mr. Cole. 

It is the gas bill,“ replied Mr. Rohan. 

It was a startiing remark. It some one had 
cried ‘‘boodie’’ in @ loud voice it would not 
have caused more consternation. Some of 
the members were actually speechless with 
surprise at the nerve displayed by Mr. Rohan. 

The clerk was confused and after some 
searching in the dusty pigeonholes found a 
printed copy of the bill. 

President W albridge instructed him to read 
it, which he did, beginning with ‘‘An ordi 
nance making a contract with George F. 
Branham, James B. Johnson and Charles 
Hardesty, their associates and assigns, when 
incorporated under the name of the St. Louis 
Gas-works Co., to erect, construct and e ul p 
a city gas- works or thé city of St. 3 
down through the last paragraph, which tells 
how the supervision of the whole business 
shall be in the hands of a man paid by the 
gas-works 23 

By the time the clerk had finished the read - 
ing ofthe bill the members had recovered 
from their surprise and some of them began 
to feel that now was the time to come forward 
and talk plain if they wanted to preserve a 
We reputation for decency and honesty. 

Mr. Horton was the first to speak. He asked 
for the reading of the rroposition of Mr. Dodd 
where he offered a bonus ot a quarter of a 
million for just such afranchise. Mr. Horton 
wanted to know why the city should not take 
the best of the two bargains if it was going to 
take any. 

Rohan, the champion of the bill in the 
Council, as E. F. Stone was in the House, said 
that Mr. Dodd's proposition was not a good 
one, as it was merely written down on paper 
and was not backed by a hand of any kind. It 
was not suggested that no bond was furnished 
by the Branham fang ol either, and Rohan made 
no reference to that 

Mr. Neison spoke — tried to reason the 
matter, but it was beyond reasoning, ball- 
dozing being the order of the meeting, and 
logical talk and reasonable propositions were 
worthless. In order that the cit 
might make a good bargain an 
have some time to consider the matter Mr. 
Nelson moved that the bill be laid over until 
after the holidays.

Denouncing the Scheme. 


The Councilmen who last night voted” 
against the bill did not repent to-day. They 
were as pronounced in their expressions as 
ever. Opportunity for the voicing of their 
opinions withheld from them by the combined 
seven which passed the bill and controlled the 
Council last night was this morning: given 


them by PosT-DISPATCH reporters, with the 
following result: 


C. P. WALBRIDGE, 

President of the Council, said this morning; 
J voted against the bill because it places a 
fixed charge of $225,000 per annum upon the 
city, and I was not satisfied the works would 
earn that. Then it piedges the city’s credit 
for $4,500,000 at 5 per cent, when the city 
can get its money at 8 per cent. 
There is this, though, to be said 
about that point: When aman buys 3 nd 
the interest begins to accumulate a tonce. 
While investments in an interprise of this 
kind are subject to loss of earnings from time 
taken in construction of the works, accidents 
and delays. Money invested in the gas works 
would then be worth more than in a bond, bus 
not 2 per cent, I think.’ 

Did you regard the bill as a steal?’’ 

No. I am not willing to charge my col- 
leagues in the Council with being parties toa 
steal. There has been some talk about the 
cost of the works, but I do not know anything 
about that. Mr. Flad, I believe, had said 
that works could be constructed for $2,000,000, 
but the members who favored the bili say he 
got his. Information from the St. Louis Gas- 
Light Co 

**Do you think the course adopted by the 
majority in passing the bill was proper?’’ 

‘‘] think it was hasty and ill-ad- 
vised. They probably adopted that course to 
dispose of the matter before the Gas Go., 
which nas been 80, powerful in controlling 
legislation, could learn what was being done. 
But even if that was the reason I-think they 
were hasty, and I @ould not vote for the bill.“ 

Mr. Walbridge sala that on Monday night, if 
be found the bill propery enrolled, he would 
sign it and send it to the Mayor. He also 
said that it could not now be considered 
again in the Couneil. It was beyond recall.

said; ‘‘Iregard them er in which the bill 
Was passed more scandalous than the bill 
itself. There was no consideration of the bill 
allowed. It was called from the table last 
night on Mr. Rohan’s motion and every effo rt 
to secure time for its consideration was voted 
down. During my legislative experience I never 
bad seen a billtaken from the table. When 
this bill was taken up I moved to lay it over 
for two weeks that the Councilmen might 
have an opportunity of studying the measure 
and preparing needed amendments. am in 
favor of the city acquiring its own gas rks, 

but think that caution should be used when 
the expenditure of so much money is 
involved. There was a motion made to refer 
the bill to an expert to ascertain 
how much it would cost to build the works, 
but that was voted down. Then a motion was 
made to consider the bill by sections, and 
that is the custom with every bill of any im- 
portance, but even that motion was voted 
down. It was evident that the promoters of 
the bill had not the slight®st intention of 
allowing the bill to be considered atall. They 
knew that they had enough votes to pass it, 

aud that was all they wanted. 

„„The bill is bad enough. It proposes to 
build gas-works and seil them to the city for 
$4,500,000. There is good testimony—not 
simply opinions, but testimony—to show that 
the actual cost of the necessary works would 
only be $2,100,000. The city is to pay as rental 
on the works for thirty years 5 .— cent 
per annum on $4,500,000, which is 
virtually borrowing so much money and 
paying for it half as much again interest as 
the city is now paying for its money. There 
is to be under the bill no supervision of the 
construction of these works. They are to be 
built as the individuals with whom the con- 
tract is made see fit. Any mechanic will tell 
you that the difference between a ‘skin’ job— 
one over which there is no supervision—and a 
first-class job is from 25 to 50 per cent in cost 
and a great deal more in value. 

Now, at the end of the thirty-year period 
the city must decide within twelve months 
whether it will ogee A the works or not. 
The price set is $4,500,000. Ifthe city does 
not ppd wae age it is ve Hkely that 1 
would not— then, under the bill, it would turn 
the works over to the builders, with 
ail the improvements and extensions 
made at the city’s expense, and one-haif 
of a sinking fund to be created by the invest - 
ment in city bonds of all the 223 tne city 
may earn on the sale of gas on 

This proposed steal is, in my opin nion, 
unsurpassed in importance by that other gas 
steal from which the people of St. Louis suf- 
fered so long and still suffer.’’

Serious Trouble Looked For.

the new Government in Brazil, and that 
serious trouble was anticipated. For the first 
time since the outbreak of the revolution the 
merchants to whom the news comes refuse to 
allow their names to be printed. Allstate 
that the cablegrams received were very brief, 
gave no particulars, and bore evident marks 
of the new Government’s censorship over the 
cable news sent out. There were no reports 
of actual riot or bloodshed, but the cables in- 
dicated that riots and bloodshed were immi- 
nent.

That is a clear indication of the 
uncertainty prevailing in financial circles 
there. There is no question as to the desire 


of those haying coffee in Brazilian ports to 
sell it as soon as possible, through fear 
a time may come when they will 
forced to sell at a loss. There 
is also a desire to convert the 
produce into ready cash, so that they may be 
prepared forthe worst. Within the past five 
or six days Brazillian exchange has declined 
from 27 to 265g. There is a feeling that the new

The Capital Musto Hall, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 21.—A music and 
lecture hall worthy of the national capital 
has always been lacking in Washington, and 
tor more than three years the city has had 


none at all, concert troupes and lecturers, 
since the destruction by fire of the old Lincoln 
Hall, having been forced to seek precarious 
accommodation in theaters or inadequate 
auditoriums in the churches. 

Last night, however, there was inaugurated, 
with great artistic and gocial eclat, a hand- 
some and commodious structure specially de- 
signed for these purposes, and erected at a 
cost of over $200,000, upon the site of the old 
Lincoln Hall. 

The dedication was under the auspices of a 
committee of well-known ladies, including 
Mrs. Levi P. Morton, Mrs. Jas. G. Blaine, 
Mrs. Melville W. Fuller, Mrs. J. C. Bancroft 
and Mrs. Jeannette M. Thurber, and was a 
notable event. The entertainment was one 
of unusual and sustained musical excellence. 

At the request of the directors of the asso- 
ciation, Mra. Jeannette M. Thurber, President 
of the National Conservatory of Music of New 
York, consented to take charge of the artistic 
arrangements and the result was a _ tri- 
umphant performance, not only of rare 
merit from a musical view, but one which was 
an exceedingly appropriate commemoration 
of the occasion.

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In GaAs STEAL. 

Whether the outrageous piece of job- 
bery embodied in the gas bill passed by 
the City Council last night shall be con- 
summated or not depends entirely upon 
Mayor NOONAN. 

The din provides for the building ofa 
gas plant by Messrs. BRANHAM, JOHNSON, 
HarpDEsty and others, which the city 
contracts to purchase at the end of thirty 
years for $4,500,000. During the inter- 
vening time the city is to pay interest on 
that sum at.the rate of 5 per cent, or 
$225,000 perannum. Theordinance speei- 
fies the amount of pipes to be laid and the 
capacity of the plant, but there is no pro- 
vision as to the amount of money to de 
expended by the company. The vari- 
ous détails of the measure are 
entirely in favor of the com- 
pany and against the city. It is 
estimated that the plant may be built 
for half the sum the cityjs to pay for it 
after thirty years’ use. It is 
practically a proposition to give the 
promoters of the project handsome for- 
tunes and to pay interest onthe gift for 
thirty years. 

The unexpected revival of the bill in the 
Council, the mannefin which all opposi- 
tion was crushed and it was rushed 
through to final passage, the thorough 
understanding existing between the 
friends of the measure in both Houses, 
forces the conviction that a corrupt com- 
bine was at the bottom ofthe transaction. 
It was the most disgraceful piece of legis- 
lative rascality known in this city for 
years. 

The responsibility for the fate of the at- 
tempted steal now rests with the Mayor. 
If he is an honest man he will veto the bill

It is not known where she contracted N, but 
those who accepted the statement of ber long 
continued havit are scarcely inclined to be- 
lieve that she was ushered into the world with 
a pipe in her mouth. Sure it is, however, 
that when in the full independence of woman- 
hood at2%she openly braved public opinion 
and smoked. A period of seventy-seven years 
filled with curling smoke and attendant con- 
tentment and philosophy. The od folk 
thereabout pointed to her remark: 
‘:She has smoked tobacco all her ite.“ 

Down through a vista of fruitful harvests 
Mrs. Brunner can be remembered at work in 
the flelds, vigorous and radd doing the 
work of any one man.

o any particular brand of tobacco. Since 
she could obtain tobacco she was not inclined 
to be fastidious as some of the latter day con- 
noisseurs. Her tastes were simple, and 4 
good portion of ‘‘Nigger Head! or Rough 
and Ready’’ left nothing to be desired. 80 
she smoked all her time. 

Mrs. Brunner had an excellent appetite and 
ate three hot meals a day, so naturally she 
was an implacable etry | of the cigarette, 
She slept soundly elevens hour of the twenty- 
four, though there is no record of how many 
times her bed was set afire by the pipe. How- 
ever, she lived to ve the oldest woman in 
Pennsyivadia and one who has the unique 
honor of having smoxed tobacco all ber life. 

She never saw George Washington, and was 
only depriwved of this usual centenarian 
honor by the fact that the fatherof his coun- 
try never stopped nt Derry Station, She was 
the mother of fourteen cbildrén “we of 
whom survive, the oldest bein 80 und the 
youngest 64. Of her numerous other —— 
ants there are living thirty-five graud-ohlld - 
ren, 125 great grand-ohildren and three great 
great grand-ehildren.

Judge Sherwood’s Decision in the Kansas 
City Coal Oil Inspectorship—The Relation 
Questions Decided Bear to the Case of 
Recorder of Voters “Williams—Supreme 
Court Notes.

Vo | EFFERSON CITY, Dec. 
21.—The case of George 
W. Bell v8. Wm. Stone- 
street, from Kansas 
Oity, was decided by 
Judge Sherwood. This 
suit involves the title 


to the office of Coal Oil | 


Inspector of Kansas 
City. In September, 
1888, Bell was ap- 
pointed Coal Ol In- 
spector of Kansas City 
by Gov. Méfehouse for 
a term of two years, 
there being a vacancy 
in the office. Although the custom had been 
to appoint for a period of two years, dating 
from June 18, on the 18th of last June Gov. 
Francis appointed Stonestrees for two 
years, having in the meantime ro- 
moved Bell. The latter. oontested the 
case on the ground of removal without cause 
before the date of his commission expired. 
Ignoring the matter the court decided the 
case upon a different ground in favor of 
Stonestreet. Asthis case will bear directly 
upon the term of office of Recorder 
of Voters Williams of St. Louis and the power 
of the Governor to remove him, the languace 
of Judge Sherwood, speaking for the court, 
is of interest. In the direct opinion upon the 
question of suceession Judge Sherwood asks: 
Is the office of Inspector of Oils one which 
begins at a date and ends at a date corre- 
sponding to the date first fixed by the execnu- 
tive when making his first appointment to 
that office under the revision ot 1879, or does 
the term of that office, though its xpress 
limitoftenure is only two years, have no 
fixed period as to when that term shall begin 
or end, save the pleasure of the executive?’’ 
This matter is discussed at great length by 
Judge Sherwood.@The statute is declared to 
be silent on the point as to the beginning 
of tne first appointee’s term. The rea- 
son for this is obvious, since the 
power of appointment being lodged in the 


axecutive it beionged to him in fact, if not in 
law, to determine the time of the inception of 
the actual official term of sueh appointee. 
Asserting the validity of the law which fixes 
the length ot the term, the Court holds that 
the precedent of appointing Coal Oli Inspect- 
orsfor Kansas City foraterm of two years, 
dating from June 18, is sufficiently strong to 
establish that date as the beginning of each 
term in the absence of a statutory date. This 
is the exact 7 upon which the Kansas City 
case is decid

This is just 
exactiy what the Legislature did in 1883. he 
term of the offices of Recorder of Voters was 
fixed at four years, and the precedent ot a 
ss for four years is also establishe 

he court expressly says that it is beyond the 
power of the executive when making appoint- 
ments to ignore or disregard the term of office 
first established. This rule is 2 
clared to be as binding as f xed 
by the Legislature. As if to make this —.— 
perfectly clear, Judge Sherwood says: The 
rule is that where the duration of office is 
fixed by law, that the incumbent can only be 
removed in conformity to statutory regula- 
tion.’’ And the manner provided by law 
would have to be pursued before a removal 
could be effected. And the general rule is 
recognized that when no time is mentioned in 
the law from which thé time shall oom 
mence, it must begin to run from the date of 
election.’ 

The fast quotation from Judge Sherwood 
refers to an election case cited, but he declares 
that it furnishea a strong analogous support 
tothe views already — * showing as 
they do the urgent necessity of having

Aside from the legal 
entanglements of the case the Court holds 
that the testimony submitted shows that 
undér the charter provisions of the city of St. 
Louis, Emil Thomas was not qualified for the 
office of City Marshal atthe April élection, 
1889. After disposing of the legal points 
Judge Sherwood defines the opinion of the 
Court, based upon the evidence, substan- 
tialiy as follows: 3 
QUESTION OF ELIGIBILITY. 

1, Thomas was not eligible to the office at 
the date of election, not having heen a citizen 
of St. Louis for at least two years previous to 
such election.“ Continuing to discuss this 

oint the court says: His hurried departure 

rom St, Louis to Salt Lake in October, 1885, 
overwhelmed with debt, to be gone, as he 
says, but twenty days. His practical aban- 
donment of bis family to care for themselves 
and to beg assistance from others. His entire 
abandonment of his saloon busi- 
ness, without making any provision for 
its continuance or even so much as making 
inquiry about it, or asking or recelwing any 
report from his supposed barkeeper Rumsey.

Discussing the poidt raised by Thomas’ 
counsel that because he never had received a 
saloon license he does hot owe the city fur it, 
the court says; As to this point, there ig no 
merit in it; for the reason that Thomas en- 
joyed the benefits of a saloon jlicense on the 
promise to pay for it, it does not He in his 
mouth, and he is estopped, that after 
having all the privileges conferred by 
a saloon license, he did not get the mere pa- 
per which was but the evidence of previously 

ranted authority. Ifafter conducting a sa- 

oon and making repeated promises to pay 
for the license, he had been sued by the city 
for the amount due for.that license, it is clear 
that he could not interpose sucha defense 
to the action ofthe city, and for the same 
reason such an objection must be equally 
unavalling here. 
IN ARREARS FOR TAXES. 

3. Thomas was ineligible to the office of 
Marshal in consequence of his being in arrears 
to the city for taxes. 

In reference to the testimony of Deputy Col- 
lector Gerber that Schweickhardt had paid 
Thomas’ taxes between the 4th and 6th of 
April, 1889, and received a receipt, as fol- 
jows: This is to certify that all taxes for 
State, school and city assessed against Emil 
Thomas have been paid to date,’’ the Court 
says: It is unnecessary to say that this so- 
called tax receiptis not in usual form, does 
not pretend to acknowledge the payment of 
auy particular sum of money, and seems to 
have been gotten up for the occasion. Tak- 
ing all these circumstances fnto consideration 
and others of similar drift and nature, we can 
but conciude that there was no genuine and 
honest effort ever made to pay relator’s taxes 
prior to the day of election, and perhaps we 
would not be going too far to say that no 
honest or genuine endeavor has been made to 
pay them since the electton.’’ 

In summing the case up Judge Sherwaod 
uses this language: In the remark heréto- 
fore made touching the relator, it is to be 
borhe in mind, not only that he is the party 
holding the affirmative, and therefore 
having the burden of proof; but 
that in calling upon this court to issue its wris 
of mandamus he must show himself the pos- 
sesor of a clear legal right to the remedy be 
seéks, and that consequently if his evidence 
or his pleadings leave any essential point in 
doubt, such will be resolved againt him and 
such remedy denied him. Controlled by these 
reasons we shall 29 the peremptory writ.’’ 

This effectually disposes of Mr. Thonias’ 
claim to the office and leaves him without any 
remedy whatever. 

JUDGE BAROLAY DISSENTS. 

Judge Barclay files a separate, dissenting, 
opinion in the ease. He says: I his return 
to the alternative writ the respondent as- 
serted, and all parties admit, that the Circuit 
Court by a restraining order in the case of 
Neiser vs. omas and Williams trom issuing 
the certificate, which this court is asked to 
compel him by this proceeding to issue, and 
it is admitted that after making the restrain- 
ing order the Circuit Court, upon issue joined, 
entered a decree vacating it and dismissing 
the petition in that cause. But an 
appeal was at ones taken by 
Ne er. the plaintiff, the effectof which was 
to continue the original -injunction in foree 
during the appeal. The Ofrouit Court had un- 
doubted jurisdiction to enter apd enforce the 
restraining order as part of its general equity 

owers. hether the case made by the peti- 

ion was sufficient to obtain the remedy asked 
was a question of the law, the deolsion of 
which would not effect the validity of the pre- 
liminary injunvtion until the decree became 
final. It is far from accurate to say that be- 
cause the facts stated by plaintitt do 
not warrant the uitable relief prayed, the 
Court bad no jurisdiétion to make the original 
restraining order in the cause, It had such 
wer, it eXercised it, The injunction was in 
ore@ pending the review of the cause upon 
laintiff’s appeal. During ite pendency Wil- 
lame, one of the parties enjoined could not 
properly be compelled by mandamus to do 
the actforbidden by the restraining order, 
For this reason the peremptory writ 
of mandamus should be denied. My concur-

What pur- 

ports to be a copy of that report is made pub- 

lic here. Its object is to refute the assertion 

thathe wasadynamiter. The following are 
pertinent extracts from the report: 


„But what concerns us more than aught 
else is the disclosure that the governing bodies 
of the X. R. B. aud V. O. are not working 
unſtedly, but are pares isg widely different 
polities. We find that $123,000 has been paid 
to the R. D., which of course means the Amer- 
ican members of that body, and that is the 
portion which ‘favors action,’ What are we 
to understand by ‘favoring action?’ Is it the 
policy of explosion—of spending large sums 
of money on failures? Is it the scattering of 
mortar, stone and brick, the breaking of win- 
dows and the maiming of innocent men, wo- 
men and children, among whom are your own 
race, traveling on railway trains or stancing 
at railroad stations? Are these the lofty 
heights to which the organization aspires? 
If, however, this is not the policy, what ia it, 
and on what has the money been etpended? 
We think this subject is deserving the earnest 
consideration of every member. 

We must seriously ask ourselves whether 
Weare prepared to support a policy of this 
kind, as against the better judgment and in 
defiance of the wishes of the men at home. 
We know that iti: claimedin the report that 
the concéssions that have been made to Ire- 
land are due to this policy; but the men who 
make the claim must have strange notions of 
the intelligence of the men Whom they ad- 
drees if thoy 1 them to beileve it. What 
concession has been made to Ireland since the 
inauguration «of this policy? What bas Ireland 
received in the shape of remedial legislation 
that was not passed, or that was not within 
the probabilities before dynamite was set to 
tearing up raliroaa ties and breaking 
window panes? Must the labors 
and achievements of the Parlia- 
ee party and the splendid agitation of 
the Irish people be robbed of a portion of 
their glory, and the success due to them be 
attribu to them instead of to this new 
policy in order that it may obtain any consid- 
eration at the hands of our people? We kuow, 
as a result of this policy, thatthe Irish rest- 
dents in England are looked upon with hate 
and suspicion and threatened with dismissal 
from their occupations; that English Minis- 
ters and newspapers are seeking a plausible 
pretext for the renewal of the terribie crimes 
act which has ground the very faces of the 
people of Ireland and that they are finding 
that pretext in a policy that scatters death and 
ruin in the streets of London. We are told 
that if acertain one of these explosions bad 
proved successfui, it would have cost the 
hives oftwoof the most vaiued Irish mem- 
bers of Parliament, who were stopping ata 
hotel nearby. Weknow thatthe men here 
who start the ball a- rolling will not feel the 
horrors of the coercion act, as they will be 
4 home ina spirit of vengeance to the 
people of Ireland. 

In spite of all this, in disregard to the fact 
that this policy has never been submitted to 
the judgment of thé camps, singly or in dis- 
trict conventions, we are told by the report 
the new governing body have been instructed 
to pufsue the course laid down for them by 
their predecessors. 

Do not understand us, brothers, as being 
opposed to striking blows at England.’ Like 
every person with Irish blood in his veins we 
feel a throb of pleasure at any occurrence that 
hurts her pride or weakens her strength; but 
sentiment is one thing, results are another. 
The question which we are to consider is 
whether the sentimental pleasure is pur- 
chased at too great a cost, whether another 
mode of warfare cannot be carried on that 
will involve less danger to our own people 
and to innocéht persons and be more effective 
in Grippling the ancient enemy.

It was in the year 1856 that my husband took 
me to live at a house called Bynstead, about 
five miles from Charlottetown, Prince Edward 
Island. It was a good sized house, and at the 
back had been considerably extended to allow 
of extra offices, since there was about two 
hundred acres of farm land around it, neces- 
sitating several resident farming men. 
Although forming, part of the house, these 
premises could only be entered through the 
inner kitchen, as no wall had ever been 
broken down to form a door or passage from 
upstairs. Thus the farming men’s sleeping 
rooms were adjacent to those occupied by the 
family and visitors, although there was no 
communication through the upstairs cor- 
ridor. It was always in or near the sleeping 
apartment, immediately adjacent to the 
men’s, that the apparition was seen, and as 
that was one of our spare bed rooms, it may 
frequently have been unperceivyed. About 
ten days after we had established ourselves 
at Bynstead, we commenced hearing strange 
noises. For many weeks they were of very 
frequent occurrence, and were heard simul- 
taneously in every part of the house, and 
always appeared to be in close prox- 
imity to each person. The noise 
was more like a rumbling, which 
made the house vibrate lixe that produced by 
dragging a heavy body, which one often hears 
in ghost stories. As spring came on we began 
to hear shrieks, which would grow fainter or 
louder as if some one was being chased 
aropnd the house, but always culminating in a 
volley of shrieks, sobs, moans and half-uttered 
words proceeding from beneath a tree that 


stood a little distance from the dining-room 
window, and whose branches nearly touched 
the window of the bed-room I bave men- 
tioned. 

THE FIRST APPARITIO 

It was in February, I think, 1857, that the 
first apparition came under my notice. Two 
ladies were sleeping in the bedroom. Of 
course for that season of the year a fire had 
been lighted in the grate and the fireplace 
really contained a grate, and not an American 
substitute for one. About Z o’clock Mrs. M. was 
awakened : a bright light whith pervaded 
the room. © saw a woman standing by the 
fire- place. ‘Oe her left arm was a young baby, 
and with her right hand she was stirring the 
ashes, over which she was slightly stooping. 
Mrs. M. pushed Mise C. to awaken her, and 
just —ç.— the figure turned her face toward 
them, disclosing the features of quite a young 
woman, with a singularly anxious, pleading 
look upon her face. They took noticeof a 
little check shuwl which was crossed over her 

om. Miss O. had previously heard some 
tales concerning the house being haunted 
(which neither Mrs. M. nor I had ever heard), 
so jumping to the conclusion that she beheld 
a ghost she screamed and pulled the bed- 
clothes tightly over the heads of herself and 
her companion, so that the sequel of the 
ghost’s proceedings is unknown. 

The following spring Iwent home to Eng- 
land, and just before starting, I had my own 
experience of seeing a ghost. lhad tempor- 
arily established myself inthe room and one 
evening, finding my litt!e daughter (now Mrs. 
Amyot) far from well bad her bed wheeled 
beside mine that I might attend to her. About 
12 o’clock I got u 
and was feeling forthe matches, when she 
called my attention toa brilliant light shining 
under the door. lexclaimed that it was her 

apa, and threw open the door to admit him.

FACE TO FACE WITH A WOMAN. 

She had ab on her leit arm, a check shawl 
crossed over ber bosom, and all around ber 
shone a bright, leasant light, whence eman- 
ating I could not say. Her look at me was 
one of almost agonizing entreaty. She 
did not enter the room, but 
moved across the staircase, vanisbing into 
the opposite wall, exactly where the inner 
man servant’s room was situated. “Neither 
my daughter nor myself felt the slightest 
alarm; at the moment it appeared to be a mat- 
ter of common o¢eurrence. When. Mr. Penne 
came upstairs and told I him what we had seen 
he examiped the wali, the stair-case, the 
passage, but found notrace of anything ex- 
traor inary; ; nor did my dogs bark. 

On my return from England in 18581 was in- 
formed thatthe creature had been carrying 
on, but it was the ecreamsthat had been the 
worst. However, Hurry, atarm seryant, had had 
several visite but would tell no particulars. 
I never — get Harry to tell much. He 
acknowledged that the woman had several 
times stood at the foot of his bed, but he 
would not tell me more.
